n submarine U-23 ordered tho Wrex- 


lam to stop near the -Maas lightship. 
Capt. Fryatt, acting, as he afterward 
paid, under orders of the British admir- 
alty, attempted to ram tho submarine. 
The German U-boat narrowly escaped 
)y diving. His exploit was hailed in 
England as a brilliant one ami no at- 
tempt was made lo keep his identity 
secret. 
Instead the British admiralty 


gave him ,1 gold watch for his "bravo 
conduct1' and he \vas mentioned In tho 
House of commons. Thus the Germans 
earned the Identity of the mariner who 
had attempted to sink their submarine.

2!, 1916. Capt. Fryatt was captured by 
the Germans, together with the steam- 
er Brussels.
